Party animal Shelton is 
rumored to have bedded 
Groves in 2011 - AFTER he 
married Lambert. 

Groves brazenly refuses to 
deny the talk of an affair with 
Shelton. Two days after the 


couple’s divorce, she tweeted, “I 
never stopped loving you - you 
just ran.” 

Meanwhile, Shelton has 
reportedly been hitting the 
bottle even harder since boot- 
ing Lambert. 

He’s often bragged about his 
love of guzzling, saying, “I’m a 
country artist, my job is to lay 
my heart and soul on the line - 
and my heart and soul is being 
a redneck and drinking and 
being stupid.” 

Shelton has cultivated a 
boozy, Good Time Charlie im- 
age. He regularly bragged 
about his binges on the Twitter 


Web site with a series of “I’m so 
drunk...” messages. 

Before a concert in St. Louis, 
Mo., he tweeted, “I’m here and 
I’m sober. One of these things 
need to change pronto!” 

Shelton also boasted about 
sipping “every kind of vodka” 
from his cup while serving as 
a judge on TV’s The Voice, 
adding that he “can’t see how 
people perform without drink- 
ing alcohol,” notes the source. 

Now, his boozing has friends 
worried sick. “He needs to shed 
his hard-drinking ways before 
he ends up in an early grave!” 
says the pal.

a source. “On their own, they really didn’t 
make much sense. But when you look at 
them as a whole in light of the suicide, Robin 
was clearly reaching the point where he 
couldn’t take the pain and anguish of his 
life any longer.”

Others included the 
phrases, “I’m done with that 1 
and “No more to come.” 

Behavioral expert Dr. Lil- 
lian Glass tells GLOBE, 

“These comments reflect 
how terribly depressed 
Robin Williams was. He 
could not share these 
thoughts with another 
person, just himself.” 

She says the lack of 
a formal suicide note 
leads her to believe Williams 
took his life spontaneously, 
without much planning. 

“The ‘time to go’ message 
is very chilling,” notes

OBIN WILLIAMS left a shocking 
series of handwritten suicide notes 
exposing the dark despair that 
tragically drove him to take his 
own life, say sources. 

On the first anniversary of the beloved 
comedian’s death, GLOBE rips the lid off 
the heartbreaking messages that reveal his 
deteriorating state of mind in the months 
before he hanged himself in a bedroom of 
his mansion. 

But like the comic himself, Williams’ 
suicide notes were unconventional. In- 
vestigators say he didn’t appear to leave a 
suicide note at the scene of his hanging, but 
a top doctor says messages written before 
he died chillingly foretell his ultimate fate. 

“Robin scribbled words on pieces of 
paper and left them all over the place,” says 
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HAUNTING

Glass. “It was likely a visual reminder to 
himself that he was going to commit suicide 
at some point. ‘I’m done with that’ could be 
his way of saying goodbye, and ‘no more to 
come’ means he was prepared for the finality 
of his life.” 

A longtime friend adds Williams often 
wrote little notes to himself as a 
kind of therapy. But they couldn’t 
stop his downward spiral as he 
suffered health problems and 
continued his relentless tug-of-war 
with substance abuse. 
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Robin and third wife 
Susan lived in this 
$4 million mansion in\, 

Tiburon, Calif., which ^ 

was the scene of his 
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‘Dark and angry’ 

“Robin was a tortured soul,” re- 
veals the friend. “He tried to keep 
his anguish from his loved ones and 
focused on his work to keep his de- 
mons at bay. But the roles he took 
were dark and angry.” 

In his final movie, Boulevard, released last 
month, Williams plays a married 60-year-old 
banker who realizes he is gay and has been 
living a lie. 

“Robin’s role in Boulevard affected him 
deeply,” says the friend. “It made him ques- 
tion everything about his own life. He was 
left wondering if he was repressing some 
deep urges like his character. 

“Making the movie had a devastating 


effect. When filming ended, he seemed to go 
into a dark tunnel and was tormented.” 

Meanwhile, Williams was secretly suffer- 
ing from Parkinson’s disease, taking drugs 
for it as well as for anxiety and depression. 
The coroner’s report revealed he was also 
battling the incurable brain 
ailment Lewy body dementia. 

“Those diseases may have 
been what tipped him over the 
edge,” says the friend. “There 
was no cure, and he knew 
things were only going to get 
worse.” 

And on Aug. 11, 2014, the 
shattered 63-year-old superstar 
used a nylon belt to hang him- 
self from a closet door in his 
$4 million Tiburon, Calif, home. 

Sadly, Williams’ family is now embroiled 
in a bitter fight over his $100 million estate. 
His widow, Susan, 51, is battling in court 
with his three children from his previous 
two marriages - Zach, 32, Zelda, 26 and 
Cody, 23. 

About 300 items, including books, bicycles, 
artwork and watches, are still in dispute as 
well as an agreement on how much money 
should go into his widow’s trust to fund her 
living expense for her lifetime.

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O UTRAGED animal 
lovers all over the

Then the demonic dentist 
stalked the wounded and 
suffering animal, the most 
famous creature in Hwange 
National Park, for a full 40 
hours, before finally shoot- 
ing it dead with a rifle. 

“It is a sick human that takes 
the life of such a magnificent, 
beautiful animal for his own 
fat ego...trophy hunting,” an

outraged critic fumed on the 
Internet. 

After skinning and behead- 
ing Cecil, the 55-year-old 
self-proclaimed big game 


hunter dumped the feline’s 
body on the outskirts of the 
park like a piece of trash. 

Amazingly, the creature 
was wearing an electronic 
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to co-operate with authorities, 
if asked. 

“I hired several professional 
guides, and they secured all 
proper permits,” says Palmer, 
who was convicted of poach- 
ing a bear in Wisconsin several 
years ago. “To my knowledge, 
everything about this trip was 
legal and properly handled 
and conducted. 

“I had no idea that the lion I 
took was a known, local favor- 
ite, was collared and part of a 
study until the end of the hunt. 
I relied on the expertise of 
my local professional guides 
to ensure a legal hunt. 

“Again, I deeply regret that 
my pursuit of an activity I love 
and practice responsibly and 
legally resulted in the taking 
of this lion.” 

But the half-hearted apology 
did little to tamp down the fury. 

“Walter Palmer, you are a 
coward who lacks a soul...” 
rages a critic who signed the 
petition. “I hope demons haunt 
you forever and may everyone 
who loves wildlife make your 
life a living hell. You make me 
sick.” 

Adds another, “Show this 
man all the mercy he showed 
Cecil the lion and the other 
majestic animals he kills for 
nothing more than sport.” 

Says Rodrigues, “The sad- 
dest part of all is now that 
Cecil is dead, the next lion in 
the hierarchy, Jericho, will 
most likely kill all of Cecil’s 
cubs.”

tracking collar put on by sci- 
entists studying lions when he 
was slaughtered. 

“Cecil the Lion never both- 
ered anybody,” says Johnny 
Rodrigues, the head of Zimba- 
bwe Conservation Task Force. 
“He was one of the most beauti- 
ful animals to look at.” 

An Internet petition demand- 
ing justice for Cecil drew more 
than 65,000 signatures world- 
wide in just a matter of hours. 

His “guides” Honest Ndlovu 


and Theo Bronkhurst 
were charged with

$20,000 in fines and 10 years 
in jail. Now the fierce backlash 
triggered by his bloodlust has 
sent Palmer into hiding. He 
closed his dental practice, hop- 
ing the firestorm will soon pass. 

But animal lovers are going 
after him tooth and claw. 

“You utter, utter scum,” one 
Internet commenter rages. “You 
should be in jail, and you should 


hang your head in shame.” 

Adds another, “I’d propose 
stranding him unarmed in the 
midst of the African savannah, 
many miles from any habitation, 
and let the wildlife decide his 
fate. The world could only be a 
better place for it.” 

For his part, however, the 
cowardly dentist maintains he 
did nothing wrong - and plans

“Just three years earlier 
the IRA had killed Charles’ 
uncle, Earl Mountbatten, 
with a bomb and now she 
was a target! 

“It was just before her 
second wedding anniver- 
sary and her marriage was 
already beginning to fray 
with Camilla firmly on her 
radar. 


“Fears for her life after the 
concert left her in turmoil. 
She was convinced she was 
going to die from a terrorist 
hit - or that Charles would 
get rid of her so he could 
marry Camilla.”

T HE tragic death of 
Whitney Houston’s 
daughter, Bobbi 
Kristina Brown, has 
sparked a bitter 
battle over the late 
singer’s $20 million fortune! 

Whitney’s family is de- 
termined that relatives on 
her father’s side won’t get a 
dime. 

“The Houstons don’t be- 
lieve Bobby Brown’s kin folk 
deserve any of Whitney’s 
money,” claims a source. 
“And they’ll battle the Browns 
for every last penny.” 

Whitney’s will kicked into 
effect after the 48-year-old 
I Will Always Love You 
singer died in a bathtub at 
the Beverly Hilton Hotel 
in February 2012. It named 
Bobbi Kristina as her sole 
heir, with the money being 
doled out in stages. 

She got 10 percent when 
she turned 21 last year, was 
due about 15 percent more at 
age 25 and the remainder at 
age 30.

save Whitney’s money. 

“Obviously, Whitney didn’t 
get around to updating her 
will after she and Bobby 
divorced in 2007. She was 
battling her addictions and 
spiraling out of control.” 

On Jan. 31, Bobbi Kristina’s 
boyfriend, Nick Gordon, and 
a pal, found her face down 
in a bathtub in her suburban 
Atlanta home. 

Although paramedics were 
able to resuscitate her, she was 
placed in a medically-induced 
coma and put on life support. 

Eventually, her dad, Bobby, 
and aunt, Pat Houston, agreed 
to pull the plug and she was 
transferred to a hospice 
facility. 

Krissi died on July 26 sur- 
rounded by loved ones, 
including Bobby, Pat and Gary 
Houston, and her conservator, 
Bedelia Hargrove. And she was 
serenaded by Whitney’s music, 


which played on a continuous 
loop. 

Now, her death is being inve- 
stigated as a possible homicide 
or manslaughter case. 

After she drew her last 
breath, her relatives temporar- 
ily put aside their differences 
to unite in prayer and resolve 
the mysteries surrounding her 
death. 

“Krissi was, and is, an an- 
gel,” says her grieving dad. “My 
family must find a way to live 
with her in spirit and honor her 
memory.”

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F UELED by crystal 
meth, drug-crazed Jose 
Valenzuela mercilessly 
shot Michael Careccia 
and his wife Tina, even 
as she desperately 
pleaded for her life, cops say. 

The 38-year-old fiend then 
tried to hide the shooting by 
borrowing a backhoe from 
a pal, digging a deep grave 
and burying the couple, cops 
reveal. 

But Valenzuela would con- 
fess to the double shooting in 



a phone call to a cop just over 
a week later. He’s now being 
held on two counts of first- 
degree murder with bond set 
at $2 million. 

“The couple went over to 
Valenzuela’s home, and some- 
thing happened, a fight ensued 
and that’s when he brandished 
a weapon,” says Pinal County 
Sheriff Paul Babeu. 

Maricopa, Ariz., lawmen are 


investigating the killer’s cruel 
claims that his victims took 
speed with him just before the 
shootings. 

But Tina’s brother Michael 
Perry says he’s “skeptical” 
about Valenzuela’s story that 
the couple was using meth. 

Tragedy 

“Especially Tina - she was 
very dedicated to her children,” 


says her brother. 

“My understanding of Jose is 
that he was their electrical con- 
tractor they had hired.” 

The tragedy unfolded when 
Michael, a 44-year-old United 
Airlines pilot, and Tina, 42, 
an accountant at a construc- 
tion company, went over to 
Valenzuela’s place on June 
21. The couple had been mar- 
ried a year, and their combined 
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Michael and Tina Careccia 
had gone to Valenzuela's 
house. He claims 
they took crystal 
meth with him

families included five kids. 

Valenzuela’s pal Felix Rios 
Nunez, 38, told cops he was 
sleeping in a bedroom in the 
home when he was awakened 
by the sound of gunfire. 

“Felix reported hearing a 
gunshot, woke up, exited his 
bedroom to find Michael using 
a chair as he was struggling to 
get off the floor,” say cops. 

“Felix reported Jose was 
standing over Tina who was ly- 
ing on the floor pleading with 
him, telling him to calm down. 

“Jose was holding Tina down 
with one hand and had a gun 
pointed at her. Felix told Jose 
to give him the gun, but Jose 
pushed him away and told Felix 
to leave.” 

As Michael gasped his last 
breath, Valenzuela ruthlessly 
shot Tina with the .22 cali- 
ber magnum revolver as she 
begged him not to kill her. 

Meanwhile, the terrified 
Nunez fled the house. 

The couple were reported 
missing by Michael’s 17-year- 
old son on June 22 after Tina 


failed to show up for work. 

After checking cell phone 
records, police discovered 
the Careccias were last seen 
alive the previous night, 
when they were in Valenzu- 
ela’s home with a pal. 

Court papers note that on 
July 1, Valenzuela admit- 
ted to the shootings over the 
phone to a police officer. But 
when asked to come into 
headquarters, he refused 
and threatened to kill him- 
self with the murder weapon. 

When he was arrested, he 
still had the pistol and told 
lawmen he’d buried the bod- 
ies near the back door of the 
house, according to police 
documents. 

Valenzuela told police he’d 
known Michael and Tina for 
two years. 


She begged 
for her life but 
he shot her 
anyway 


Valenzuela claimed he 
brought meth to Michael, 
who was recovering from a 
bad hand injury, and Tina on 
June 21. He also attended a 
Father’s Day party at their 
home, says Babeu. 

After the shooting, he put 
their bodies in a shed and 
dumped their 2008 Honda 
Accord a mile from their 
home. 

Instead of a digging a shal- 
low grave, he borrowed the 
backhoe. 

“He built not a makeshift 
grave... but an actual 6-foot 
grave,” the sheriff says.

Cops found Falls dead at the 
scene and soon made a shock- 
ing discovery. In the fiend’s 
car, they found all the tools of a 
serial killer - axes, knives, a 
machete, a shovel, plastic trash 
bags, bleach, four sets of hand- 
cuffs and a bulletproof vest.

DIABETES is reaching epidemic 
proportions in America with more than 
18.8 million patients suffering from the 
dreaded disease, but doctors say you can 
protect yourself by eating right. 

“The majority have Type 2 diabetes 
which may be caused by overeating 
and not getting enough exercise,” says 
Dr. Gabe Mirkin of Orlando, Fla. 

“Certain foods cause a rise in blood 
sugar and if the pancreas is unable to 
produce enough insulin to normalize 
the blood sugar levels, the body cells 
become insulin-resistant and diabetes is 
the result.” 

Studies show that by reducing your 
weight by as little as seven percent, you 
can cut your chance for this potentially 
deadly disease by a whopping 60 percent. 

Here are six of the best diabetes- 
fighting foods: 

• Blueberries: Eating two to three 
servings a week lowers diabetes risk by 
24 percent. Add a half cup to your daily 
cereal. 



• Green tea: This beverage helps reg- 
ulate blood sugar levels. One study : 
recommends three cups daily. 

• Dark chocolate: This treat contains 
flavonoids which help insulin-producing 
cells function. Eat a small square or two 
daily. 

• Vinegar: A study found that downing 
two tablespoons before meals lowered 
blood sugar levels by 25 percent in dia- 
betics and as much as 50 percent in : 
pre-diabetics. 

• Nuts: Participants in clinical trials who 
replaced a sugar-free whole wheat muf- 
fin with two ounces of mixed nuts daily 
lowered both blood sugar levels and cho- 
lesterol. Walnuts and pistachio nuts are 
best. 

• Coffee: Experts say three or four cups 
of coffee daily slashes the risk of Type 2 
diabetes by 25 percent. Chinese research- 
ers found people who drank the most java 
cut their risk of diabetes by 30 percent.

New drug clobbers cholesterol 

+ A NEW more powerful cholesterol-fighting drug may soon 
be on the market. Sold under the brand name Praluent, the 
medicine is stronger and has less side effects than current 
anti-cholesterol medications, called statins, according 
to maker Sanofi SA and Regeneration Pharmaceuticals. 

The drug is currently being reviewed by the Food and 
Drug Administration's advisory committee. If the board 
recommends it, Praluent will likely get full approval.

Cartilage cushions joints, and when it breaks down, osteoarthritis pain 
can ensue. But other studies and experts question the manufacturer's claims. 
Arthritis specialist David Felson says there's "not enough evidence" to show that 
avocado-soy supplements "are effective." But they don't hurt!

from unleashing a vicious tirade 
against the show and his iconic TV 
relationship! 

Despite winning a record eight 
daytime Emmy awards 
playing volatile Luke 
Spencer, the 68-year-old 
soap legend slammed his 
TV coupling with actress 
Genie Francis when he 
left the show for good 
after the July 27 episode. 

Dragging the corpse 

“I just get really tired 
of the whole Luke- 
and-Laura thing,” he 
says.

I feel 
bad for all the young 
(actors). They don’t 
have a clue how to sur- 
vive in this rat-infested 
jungle.” 

In an interview with 
TVinsider.com, Geary 
further vents about the 
“weak writing” on the 
long-running ABC soap 
- and why he refused 
to give up a clause in 
his contract allowing 
him to rewrite Luke’s 
dialogue. 

“After all my years with this char- 
acter, I’m not about to let some 
new hire tell me how Luke would 
express an idea or emotion,” he 
explains. 

Geary, who admits being drunk 
or on drugs during the 1980s, is 
breathing a sigh of relief after 
leaving the show, saying, “I’m 
free!”

The documentary also 
reveals Winehouse’s dad, 
Mitchell, resisted sending 
her to rehab early on even 
though her manager and 
pals thought it would help. 

Bennett later revealed he 
knew about Winehouse’s bat- 
tle with cocaine and heroin 


and hoped to help her quit. 

He wanted to warn her about 
his own struggle with cocaine in 
the 1970s when “everyone in Ve- 
gas was on drugs. But I was able 
to stop. The few people I knew 
who couldn’t stop have died, so I 
was praying for her.” 

Bennett says he would have 
told Winehouse about the remark 
that saved him years ago. 

“Woody Allen’s manager at the 
time, Jack Rollins, said he knew 
Lenny Bruce,” the controversial 
comic who died young of a drug 
overdose. 

“Rollins said one sentence that 
changed my life: He said, ‘Lenny 
sinned against his talent.’ ”

L ITTLE Zion Harvey is 
a medical miracle. The 
8-year-old became the first 
youngster to undergo a double 
hand transplant! 

Now, the first thing he wants to 
do once he leaves rehabilitation, 
where he undergoes “rigorous 
hand therapy severed times a 
day,” is swing from the bars on 
a playground jungle gym. 

He also can’t wait to hold his 
little sister, saying, “My favorite 
thing will be to wait for her to 
run into my hands as I pick her 
up and spin her around.” 


An adult received the first 
hand transplant at Philadel- 
phia’s Penn Medicine in 2011, 
but Zion is the first child to 
undergo the rigorous surgery - 
on BOTH arms. 

More them 40 medical person- 
nel, including a dozen doctors, 
eight nurses and three anes- 
thesiologists, took part in the 
10-hour operation at The Chil- 
dren’s Hospital of Philadelphia. 

Surgeons attached the do- 
nor’s hands and forearms to the 
bones, blood vessels, nerves, 
muscles, tendons and skin in 
Zion’s limbs. 

Head surgeon Dr. L. Scott 


Levin, who practiced on cadav- 
ers for the operation, recalls the 
moment Zion’s blood poured 
into a new hand turning it pink. 

“That hand was now alive,” he 
says. 

‘Being reborn’ 

His thrilled mom, Pattie Ray 
says “when I saw Zion’s hands 
for the first time after the opera- 
tion, I just felt like he was being 
reborn. 

“It was like having a newborn. 
It was a very joyous moment.” 

Zion’s battled a long hard 
road in his short life. At age 2, 
a massive bacterial infection 


triggered multiple organ failure 
and doctors were forced to am- 
putate his hands and feet. 

Following two years of 
dialysis, he received a kidney 
transplant from his mother. 

“I don’t know how many 
adults can handle half of his 
life,” says his proud mom. 

While Zion has prosthetic 
feet, he now has real live hands. 
Dr. Levin described the coura- 
geous kid as the perfect patient. 

“I’ve never seen a tear, never 
an untoward face, never a com- 
plaint,” he says. “He’s always 
positive. And that, in and of 
itself, is remarkable.”
